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Review to

We have now 
looked at and have 
requested a review of how 
local businesses can benefit 
from applying to be on our 
tender list. 

“Whist we acknowledged 
the system is perceived to 
be difficult to get on we are 
looking into how we can 
support local businesses to 
apply for local works in the 
community. 

“We are all facing diffi¬ 
cult financial times and 
regeneration is key to sup¬ 
porting the local commu¬ 
nity and if we can invest in 
local businesses whilst hav¬ 
ing a flexible approach to 
support the council to get 
best value for the residents 
money. ”

Mr Wilkie, 
from Priorslee in Telford, had hoped to 
watch Fogarty, Chili and fellow road racer 
Jamie Whitham in action on stage at the 
Road Racing Legends evening at the 
Wynnstay Hotel in Oswestry on Friday 
night. 

But after a recent fall from his wheel¬ 
chair he can now only spend a few hours 
out of bed and had to miss the event. 

Fogarty and Chili visited Mr Wilkie 


before the evening event and presented him 
with a limited edition motorcycling print 
that was donated by Oswestry businessman 
Geoff Thomas from GT Appliances. 

Mr Wilkie said he had been amazed to 
hear Fogarty would be visiting him. 

He said: “When I heard that Carl Fogarty 
was going to visit me I couldn’t believe it.

SURGEON CLEARED 

AFTER OP TRAGEDY

A MEDICAL tribunal has ruled that a top Oswestry sur¬ 
geon is fit to practice after a patient died while he was 
performing keyhole knee surgery. 

Professor James Richardson was performing the operation at the Orthopaedic Hospital 
in Oswestry in 2009 when his patient, 43-year-old Louis Belcure, suffered a heart attack 
due to an air bubble which got into his blood. 

The General Medical Council had alleged that the Professor had not provided good clin¬ 
ical care to his patient because he had made significant modifications to a device, had not 


subjected the modifications 
to robust and documented 
risk assessments; failed to 
ensure the patient knew 
about the modifications and 
had not gained written con¬ 
sent. 

But, while the panel sit¬ 
ting in Manchester found it 
proven that he had not used 
the device in accordance 
with the manufacturer’s 
guidelines, or carried out 
risk assessments, the other 
allegations were found not 
proven. 

And the panel said that 
had the tragedy not hap¬ 
pened, the method of repair¬ 
ing cartilage would have 
been widely adopted in sur¬ 
gery. 

Panel chairman, Mr 
Michael Menlow, said: “This 
is a tragic case in which a 
young man lost his life, and 
the panel extends its condo¬ 
lences to his family.” 

Mr Menlow said air had 
been absorbed into Mr Bel- 
cure’s body through a large 
pseudo cyst, which had not

been seen on a pre-surgery 
MRI scan. He said: 
“Unusual veins in the wall 
of the pseudo cyst con¬ 
tributed to the absorption of 
air and thus the embolus,” 

He told Prof Richardson 
who broke down several 
times while giving evidence: 
“The precautions you had 
taken would have been suf¬ 
ficient in normal circum¬ 
stances. The panel has no 
doubt that your distress was 
genuine.” 

The panel found the mod¬ 


ifications to be minor, not 
significantly altering the 
device’s performance. 

Professor Richardson 
used the device to blow air in 
short bursts onto the opera¬ 
tion site. 

During the three week 
hearing Professor Timothy 
Briggs, medical director of 
The Royal National Ortho¬ 
paedic Hospital and presi¬ 
dent-elect of the British 
Orthopaedic Association 
told the panel: “had the 
tragic incident of October 
20, 2009 not occurred, the 
method of carrying out the 
procedure would have been 
widely adopted.” 

Mr Menlow told Prof 
Richardson: “The panel 
accepts the adverse outcome 
in this case was not reason¬ 
ably foreseeable and was the 
result of the presence of an 
abnormal and undetectable 
pseudo cyst. 

“The panel determines 
that you did not fail to pro¬ 
vide good clinical care.”

Electrical 
retailer to 
close high 
street shop 

OSWESTRY will be losing 
another high street chain 
store - Currys has revealed 
it will be closing in Church 
Street in April. 

But none of the seven jobs 
will be lost as staff will be 
relocated to other shops 
including Shrewsbury or 
Wrexham. 

In 2008, Currys bosses 
announced that they would 
be closing a number of 
Currys.digital/Currys high 
street stores when their 
leases expired. 

A Currys PC World 
spokesperson said: “This 
closure is part of our ongo¬ 
ing store portfolio review. 

“The Oswestry Church 
Street store is part of that 
gradual five to seven year 
process. This will give us a 
tighter portfolio moving for¬ 
ward; it’s not a sudden reac¬ 
tion to the current economic 
climate.” 

Councillor Paul Milner, 
from Castle Ward which cov¬ 
ers the town centre, said: “It 
is sad to see another high 
street store leaving the 
town.” 

The town has already lost 
Clinton Cards, Burtons and 
Peacocks all previously 
based in Cross Street. 

Chamber of commerce 
chairman Martin Anderson 
said: “It’s bad news that this 
is happening and further 
increases the urgency for the 
local councils and politicians 
to commit to positive actions 
to support the local High 
Street.”

But he said: “There will 
be no decision made either 
way today and the decision 
will have to be made by the 
secretary for state and I 
will speak to him as soon as 
possible. 

“What I can say is that 
the main inquiry will be 
held at The Royal Oak in 
Welshpool on a date to be 
fixed, with smaller evening 
events taking place in 
smaller communities and 
Llanbrynmair and New¬ 
town. 

“I am keenly interested 
in hearing local views and I 
want them to be heard in 
the best possible way. Top 
of the list of priorities for 
me is to go away with a 
clear view as to what local 
opinion is. 

“I have done many other 
inquiries and always make 
it known that I take on the 
public’s views.”

THOUSANDS of trees are being planted on 
parkland at Chirk Castle, to ensure native 
woodlands grow in the area once more. 

A swathe of coniferous woodland around 
the castle has been removed over the past 
two years, and the estate team is replanting 
the area with native broad-leafed trees, 
including oak, hazel, lime, cherry, maple, 
crab apple, rowan and silver birch. 

Workers are planting over 8,000 trees 
this winter as part of the castle’s ongoing 
woodland management. 

This week a group of children from Pont- 
fadog Primary School in the Ceiriog Valley 
were helping with the planting. 

Carl Green, head warden at the castle, 
said: “The overall aim is to re-establish the 
native woodlands at Chirk after removing a 


large percentage of coniferous woodland 
over the last two years. 

“Native broadleaf trees bring a much 
greater benefit to local wildlife. Many 
species are dependant on these trees for 
their survival. This is just part of our longer 
term aims.” 

There has been managed parkland at 
Chirk Castle for over 700 years. Originally, 
the land surrounding the castle was used for 
hunting, providing both leisure and food for 
the castle’s inhabitants. 

Mr Green said that the Chirk Castle 
estate had been named a Site of Special Sci¬ 
entific Interest for its rare bats, inverte¬ 
brates, ancient trees and fungi.

Apology to family as tragic 
knee op surgeon is cleared

A HOSPITAL trust this week offered ‘heartfelt and sincere 
sympathies’ to the family of a man who died during knee 
surgery after the surgeon who operated was cleared of 
wrongdoing. 

Professor James Richardson continues to work at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital after 
father-of-three Louis Belcuore died during a procedure in October 2009. 

The surgeon was performing the opera¬ 
tion in Oswestry when his patient, 43-year- 
old Mr Belcuore, suffered a massive heart 
attack due to an air bubble in his heart. 

The General Medical Council had alleged 
that the Professor had not provided good 
clinical care to his patient because he had 
made significant modifications to a device, 
had not subjected the modifications to 
robust and documented risk assessments; 
failed to ensure the patient knew about the 
modifications and had not gained written 
consent. 

But while the panel sitting in Manchester 
on Saturday found proven that he had not 
used the device in accordance with the man¬ 
ufacturer’s guidelines or carried out risk 
assessments, the other allegations were 
found not proven. 

Sympathies 

Wendy Farrington-Chadd, chief executive 
of the Robert Jones & Agnes Hunt 
Orthopaedic Hospital Foundation NHS 
Trust, said Professor Richardson continued 
to work at the hospital. She offered her 
sympathies to Mr Belcuore’s family. 

“The trust deeply regrets the unexpected 
death of Mr Belcuore and would like to 
express our most heartfelt and sincere sym¬ 
pathies to Mrs Belcuore and her family and 
friends, for what must have been an 
extremely distressing and traumatic time.” 

“The trust acknowledges that the tribu¬ 
nal found the facts not proven and con¬ 
cluded Professor Richardson’s fitness to 
practise is not impaired. 

“Professor Richardson is a highly experi¬ 
enced consultant orthopaedic surgeon and 
continues to work at the hospital.” 

Professor Timothy Briggs, medical direc¬ 
tor at the hospital and president-elect of the 
British Orthopaedic Association, told the 
hearing that had the tragic incident not 
occurred the method of carrying out the 
procedure would have been widely adopted. 

During the hearing Professor Richardson 
said: “I am very sorry for the family who 
have been incredibly distressed. I too am 
distressed for losing a patient who trusted 
me to undertake the procedure.” 

Mrs Belcuore declined to comment on the 
tribunal decision this week.

“There are a lot of things to talk about. 
We need the backing of the village and we 
are not going to do it without the villagers. 
We want to find out what they want.” 

Mrs Manley added: “We need the support 
of the villagers to say ‘Yes we want the hall 
to survive for the next 100 years, we will 
help you or fundraise’.” 

Events that take place in the village hall 
are subsidised by money from committee 
reserves and also support from the parish 
council and the Local Joint Committee. 

The management committee would also 
like more people to join them and would like 
younger, working people as members.

Police station closures are a sign of the times 


IT’S A very sad sign of the 
times that station closures 
are at the top of the agenda 
for West Mercia Police. 

As the force looks to trim a massive 
£20million from the annual budget new 
Commissioner Bill Longmore is set today to 
announce which of the 18 Shropshire station 
doors are set to shut for good. 

Fears have been raised that more than half 
of north Shropshire’s five police stations in 
Oswestry, Ellesmere, Wem, Market Drayton 
and Whitchurch could be axed. 

It will be really bad news for Oswestry if 
the town’s station is on the list. 

I speak from experience with the Dyfed 
Powys authority having already axed stations 
in a cost cutting exercise including closing at 



Welshpool. Having to stand in the rain 
shouting into a receiver outside the station 
to someone based at the force headquarters 
in Carmarthen, who knows nothing at all 
about the area being discussed, is not an 
experience I will repeat in a hurry. 

And now the town gets weekly visits from 
officers based in a van situated on one of the 
town’s supermarket car parks which is really 
reassuring. 


It is surely unthinkable that Mr Longmore 
would choose to slam the doors on 
Oswestry’s station but nothing surprises me 
these days.

Animal magic as town's 
safari trail takes shape

WEIRD and wonderful animals will 
soon be popping up in and around 
the town of Oswestry as part of a 
safari trail with a difference. 

From a stunning silverback gorilla to a 
prancing horse, the animals will take up res¬ 
idence in parks and other locations under 
plans which are taking shape after a local 
company donated more than 30 metal sculp¬ 
tures to the town. 

Clive and Tracey Knowles, who run the 
British Ironworks Centre (BIC) based at 
Aston on the outskirts of Oswestry, say they 
wanted to give something back to the town. 

The company designs and manufactures 
animal sculptures, from the small and 
portable to some as high as 10ft. 

It approached the town council with a pro¬ 
posal to install a selection of its animals, 
including metal giraffes and elephants, in 
and around Oswestry as a tourist attraction. 

Visitors would be able to follow a trail 
around the town, travelling from one sculp¬ 
ture to the next. 

Councillor Vince Hunt, from Shropshire 
Council, said the scheme had been approved 
by the Oswestry Joint Economic Board. 

“Plans are now being developed to posi¬ 
tion the charismatic animals around the 
town. There will be approximately 20 small 
portable sculptures suitable for indoor loca¬ 
tions, and between 10 to 15 larger pieces 
placed in key outdoor locations around the 
town,” he said. 

The animals will be put where they can be 
best seen from the A5, drawing cyclists and 
motorists into the town. Mr Hunt said the 
trail would draw people through to the cen¬ 
tre of town, ‘and to areas that are not imme¬ 
diately apparent to visitors’. 

He added: “It is hoped the animals will 
give residents, especially young people, 
added points of interest around the town as 
well as giving a ‘wow’ factor for incoming vis¬ 
itors to spend more time in Oswestry which 
in turn will benefit retailers in the town.” 

Mr Hunt and council officers have been 
out and about in Oswestry, talking to shop-

Arbitration 
can be purely a paper exercise, making it both speedier and more cost-effective. Once the Arbitrator has decided the outcome in relation to one or more 
issues in a dispute his or her decision is binding. 

Solicitors may assist in choosing an arbitrator to deal with matters rather than litigating traditionally. It is however possible for clients to deal directly with 
the arbitrator, though separating couples sometimes prefer to be represented in the Arbitration so that their Solicitors can made representations to the 
arbitrator before he or she considers what award to make.

Bookmakers need your support Landmark 

Ell vote on 
policy of 
fisheries 


THE Government is currently consult¬ 
ing on the stakes and prizes offered by 
electronic gaming machines whether 
played in bingo halls and casinos or 
amusement arcades and bookmakers. 

Betting shops have been on our high 
streets for over 50 years, employing 
1,000 people across Wales, and more 
than 40,000 people nationwide, serving 
eight million customers. They also pay 
£1 billion a year in taxes. 

Yet, all these jobs and financial con¬ 
tributions are at risk because some 
anti-betting campaigners don’t like 


bookmakers having gaming machines, 
even though they are popular and have 
been in shops for over a decade. 

They claim they are addictive, but 
no evidence has ever been produced to 
show that - in fact, independent 
research shows the exact opposite. It 
shows that the number of people clas¬ 
sified as problem gamblers who use 
gaming machines has actually dropped 
by 25 per cent. 

They also claim there are too many 
shops - yet betting shops account for 
less than four per cent of retail units 


in town centres. When almost weekly, 
town centre businesses like Block¬ 
busters or HMV are closing down, does 
it really make sense to force one of the 
UK’s major retailing sectors to close, 
just because a small number of people 
do not approve of them?

IT was decided at the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament that EU 
fishermen are to be banned 
from discarding fish at sea. 

MEPs voted in favour of 
an outright obligation to 
land all catches, which rep¬ 
resents a key reform in 
Common Fisheries Policy. 

My UKIP colleagues and I 
have long campaigned over 
discards and were glad to see 
the issue being addressed. I 
am very pleased with the 
outcome and support the 
newly imposed legislation. 

While the reform is a 
major move in the right 
direction, the fact the EU 
Commission holds ultimate 
control over CFP continues 
to be hugely problematic for 
the UK fishing industry. 

In the UK we have seen 
what was once a healthy and 
buoyant fishing industry 
more than halved by CFP - 
fleets have been destroyed, 
ports left derelict and our 
coastal waters diminished to 
little more than a bit part of 
EU ‘common’ waters. 

In Wales, our inshore fish¬ 
erman are disadvantaged by 
the EU quota system. A lack 
of quota means they target 
non-quota species like shell¬ 
fish (about 90 per cent of 
Welsh fleet landings) and 
the majority of Welsh fish¬ 
eries also tend to catch a sin¬ 
gle species of fish and these 
species are now beginning to 
decline in numbers. What 
more evidence do we need 
that Common Fisheries Pol¬ 
icy simply cannot work? The 
UK should control and fish 
her own waters. To me, full 
repatriation of fishing policy 
to the member states is truly 
the only option.

Parish councillors 
dig in heels over 
housing strategy 


PARISH councillors 
Weston Rhyn are sticking to 
their guns over a housing 
strategy which Shropshire 
Council planners warn could 
see development in inappro¬ 
priate areas. 

The councillors were 
asked by county planning 
officers to reconsider a view 
that the entire parish should 
be designated an area for 
new housing. 

The planners warned that 
such a blanket ruling could 
leave the whole area open to 
inappropriate development. 

But despite the Shirehall 
plea, the councillors say they 
will stick to their stance that 
the entire area should be 
deemed a ‘community clus¬ 
ter’. 

The plea was discussed at 
a parish council meeting 
parish clerk Roger Dyke 
said. 

Mr Dyke said: “The coun¬ 
cillors reiterated their view 
that the whole parish should 
be a community cluster. 

“They do not see why any 
specific area should be desig¬ 
nated a cluster at this stage 
subject to full planning con¬ 


sultation taking place before 
any development takes 
place. 

“They don’t see why 
Weston Rhyn village should 
be designated a cluster to the 
exclusion of other areas of 
the parish.” 

Mr Dyke said the council¬ 
lors would write to Shrop¬ 
shire Council with their 
views and invite the officers 
to attend a council meeting 
to discuss the situation. 

He said: “We have asked 
to attend a future parish 
council to go through it with 
them and hopefully have it 
sorted out. 

“If they persuade the 
councillors to change their 
mind the situation will 
change but at the moment 
they have reiterated their 
views that the whole area 
should be a cluster.” 

That would mean the 
whole parish would be open 
to further development up 
until 2026. 

The officers suggested it 
may be better to name the 
actual settlements where 
development would be best 
placed. 


Councillors urged to back 
plans for sports pavilion 

COUNCILLORS in Oswestry are being asked to formally 
support plans for a new sports pavilion. 

The project to improve the run-down Gatacre Pavilion 
and its recreation ground in Oswestry could eventually see 
it shared by Woodside Primary School and the community. 

A questionnaire has already been launched asking local 
people for their thoughts on how they want to see the pavil¬ 
ion improved. A report to go before members of Oswestry 
Town Council at the authority’s next planning and devel¬ 
opment meeting outlines the aims of the project. 

The report from Sarah Wheale of consultants Pleydell 
Smithyman Limited said they were developing a feasibility 
study for a joint use pavilion and junior football pitch. She 
said: “It has been proposed that the existing junior football 
pitch will be transferred into the ownership of the school.” 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build a 16,000-bird free range 
egg production near Welsh¬ 
pool have been given the go 
ahead by planning chiefs. 

The plans for Pant Farm in Meifod, 
came under criticism by locals who fear 
an increase in traffic and smells from 
the unit. 

But Powys County Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee gave the application 
the go-ahead at a meeting in County 
Hall, Llandrindod Wells. 

Applicant Rowland Morris said all 
traffic will use the main trunk road and 
said the Countryside Council for Wales 
had no concerns regarding the smell. 

He has one 16,000 free range bird 
production unit on the site, but hopes 
to double the size.

Glyn Davies, Montgomeryshire MI) 
wrote to the council. 

He said: “I have received a number 
of letters raising objections. I viewed 
the file and noted the number of objec¬ 
tions raised. 

“I also noted that the Environment 
Agency Wales and Countryside Council 
for Wales did not oppose the plan.” 

Roger and Helen Fielden, of Meifod, 
who opposed the plans, said: “We suf¬ 
fered a plague of flies last summer and 
understand the source of those was 
traced to the Pant Farm egg produc¬ 
tion shed. We are naturally concerned 
that a second unit will result in a fur¬ 
ther increase in fly concentrations.” 

Mr Morris said: “All HGVs have 


been instructed to enter and leave the 
farm from the A495. The Countryside 
Council for Wales has commented that 
they have no objections against the 
application on ammonia emissions and 
the aim is to take on further staff. 

“I am under a tight timescale as the 
new contract is due to start in May and 
the farm has been owned by three gen¬ 
erations, while all objectors have 
moved here in the last 10 years.” 

In his report to the committee, plan¬ 
ning officer John Pearson said: “This 
application is an extension to the exist¬ 
ing unit. 

“On balance, it is considered that 
the further investment and diversifica¬ 
tion in the economy outweighs the 
issued relating to visual impact, and 
the application is considered to meet 
the requirements of policy.” 


Villagers urged to 
have say on future 


PEOPLE concerned about 
the future of their village 
near Oswestry are being 
urged to attend a meeting 
next month. 

West Felton Parish Coun¬ 
cil is looking at updating its 
parish plan at the meeting 
on March 11. 

Councillor Steve Haworth 
said: “This meeting is to get 
an idea about what local 
people think of the future of 
the parish and how the vil¬ 
lage will develop over the 
next 15 years. The parish 
plan is hugely important. 

He said it would be a 
chance for people to say 
what they would like to see 
in the village, like leisure 


facilities, play areas, poten¬ 
tial employment, roads and 
traffic. 

“The parish plan covers 
every area of local facilities,” 
said Councillor Haworth. 
“This meeting is the first 
stage of the parish plan. 

“We want people of all 
ages to come along. We are 
really keen to get a cross sec¬ 
tion of people at the meet¬ 
ing.” 

The last time the impor¬ 
tant plan was updated was 
in 2005. Officials now want 
to know if residents’ views of 
the village’s development 
have changed. The meeting 
is at West Felton Village Hall 
on March 11 from 7pm.

Mrs Hudson, who runs 
her business Hudson LM 
Ltd, from her family farm in 
Whittington, near Oswestry 
said: “Budgeting and fore¬ 
casting for the year ahead is 
important, particularly for 
farmers as incomes and 
costs can fluctuate dramati¬ 
cally. 

“In my experience, those 
businesses with a plan, fore¬ 
cast and budget, tend to per¬ 
form better than those 
without - the main reason is 
because they know what 
their financial capacity is, 
where they can afford to 
spend and invest capital and 
where they need to cut back. 

“It helps to forewarn of 
any months where cash 
could be tight and a call to 
the bank manager may be 
required to fix up an over¬ 
draft beforehand.” 

Mrs Hudson has first¬ 
hand knowledge of farming 
as a farmer’s wife and also 
specialises in agriculture 
and rural business account¬ 
ancy due to her expert 
industry knowledge. 

She said farmers, apart 
from dairy farmers, did not 
receive a regular business

“Our three van crews have been busy 
with collecting just over 170 tons - 6,239 
items - throughout Shropshire collecting 
from over 1,500 homes. 

“The new warehouse has provided us a 
good base for the furniture to be sorted, 
cleaned, repaired or tested before they are 
ready to be redistributed through our show 
room.”

work to 
begin on 
arts site 
upgrade

Governors refuse to heed 
calls for traffic-free route 


GOVERNORS at Oswestry’s secondary school have declined to back 
a call to create a traffic-free route from the town to the neighbouring 
village of Gobowen. 

Governors at every secondary school in the area except The Marches School have voiced 
support for Nigel Thomas’s campaign for a path between Gobowen and Oswestry alongside 
the disused Cambrian railway line. 

It would be suitable for walkers, mobility scooter users and cyclists. Major businesses 
in and around the town including the orthopaedic hospital also say they support his plan.

Virgin will talk 
about city link 

VIRGIN Trains says it is still open to dis¬ 
cussions over its decision not to restore a 
direct rail link from the Oswestry area to 
London. 

The company is looking to introduce a 
direct service from Shrewsbury to London 
later this year but has confirmed the link 
will not go as far as Gobowen, Oswestry’s 
nearest train station. 

Gobowen station was well used by people 
from Oswestry and the surrounding area 
when the Wrexham Shropshire Marylebone 
Railway company ran a direct service to the 
capital until it closed in 2011. 

Civic leaders say the lost Gobowen link 
could affect Oswestry’s economic recovery 
and have called for the rail company to look 
again at its plans. 

A Virgin Trains spokesman said: “Noth¬ 
ing has been agreed on the Shropshire link 
although we are looking to go from Shrews¬ 
bury. We are always open to discussions.” 


But Mr Thomas says he feels let down by 
governors at the Marches School after only 
a handful replied to his plea. 

He asked the governing body of The 
Marches School in September to add their 
voices to the campaign but was initially told 
his request lacked enough substance for the 
governors to give if formal consideration. 

After a second request, Mr Thomas was 
told it was not in the governors’ normal 
terms of reference and they preferred indi¬ 
vidual governors should make their own 
decisions and respond individually. 

Last month Mr Thomas delivered 18 
stamped addressed letters to the school for 
the individual councillors to reply to. But so 
far he has only received three responses. 

He said: “I am frustrated and disap¬ 
pointed that the majority of the governors 
have not even replied to my letter. I just 
want to know if they will support me. 

“If they say no I would like to know their 
reasons. The three governors who have 
written back to me say they do support the 
project and I am grateful to them. 

“With messages of support from 
Oswestry School, St Martins School, More- 
ton School and Walford & North Shropshire 
College it is difficult to understand why. 

Marches School governing body chairman 
Arthur Walpole said: “I did put it on the 
agenda for a governors’ meeting but I rec¬ 
ommended the most appropriate thing was 
to allow him to correspond directly.”

Early birds do 
get shots for 
TV programme 


‘NEVER work with children or animals’ they say. Perhaps I was therefore 
a little apprehensive of what we may, or more to the point, may not, find 
when I turned up a little after dawn for the latest of the County Channel’s 
Wild About Shropshire film shoots. No children to speak of, but with any 
luck, animals aplenty. But how would they behave? 

It’s well-known that animals can be unpre- 
dictable. By this I don’t mean dangerous, I 
simply mean one cannot predict what one will 
see at a given place and time and a guarantee 
is out of the question. That’s a great pity 
because when you turn up to film a species, 
you’re really rather banking on actually seeing 
it!

However I needn’t have worried. Why? 
Because as I stamped my feet and blew into my 
gloveless hands, I was leaving my car and 
heading down to Venus Pool, THE premier 
wetland wildlife site in the entire county. 
There was bound to be something happening. 
I was also in the presence of two of the 
county’s finest cameramen, Geoff Ward and 
Tony Lewis, and if that wasn’t enough, we 
were to be joined by expert birder and brilliant 
photographer, Jim Almond. 

Generally speaking, as the sun rises in the 
sky, it is supposed to warm up. Sadly on this 
day, the reverse seemed true. Be that as it may, 
the beauty of Venus Pool is that the Shropshire 
Ornithological Society has installed various 
hides around the site, which at least raise the 
temperature by a degree or so. Most impor¬ 
tantly though, the wildlife didn’t seem to mind 
a bit. 


And indeed the scene was magical. Had 
there been a whiff of wood-smoke in the air, I 
may have mistaken the orange glows on the 
water’s surface for a grand and tempestuous 
fiery inferno, yet none was smelled and a 
glance up into the sky showed a beautiful 
dawn of crimsons. The shots of the dawn 
colour alone were enough to merit a dedicated 
film, yet we were here to see some of the 
birds - not just any birds, but winter 
migrants. 

Scanned 

As Jim and the cameras expertly scanned 
the lake, they picked up bewicks and whooper 
swans, soon to leave the sanctity of the pool to 
forage on nearby farmland. 

But this was not all, gad wall and shoveler 
ducks, dozens of lapwing, diving teal, noisy 
greylag geese, circling buzzards and mallards

aplenty. But for me, the most enchanting 
of these fascinating birds, were the 
snipes. 

We already had our ‘winter visitor’ 
shots of the swans and although the mute 
swans stayed, the bewicks and whoopers 
left. 

So therefore our attention turned to 
the dumpy snipe. Snipe are British resi¬ 
dent birds, but they exist in far greater 
numbers on the continent. 

Being a wetland probing bird, frozen 
conditions can soon mean starvation, so 
many snipe leave the frigid mainland and 
fly over to our balmy shores for a spot of 
winter cosseting. 


A mere 20 yards away no less than 30 
of these chunky birds sat, huddled 
together (them and me both!) awaiting 
the greater sun’s rays. No sooner had we 
filmed them, then they left en mass for 
the sunlit island far into the pool’s centre. 

After that there was still plenty to see, 
but as people started to arrive an hour or 
so later, they were somewhat disap¬ 
pointed to learn of the now long-gone 
snipe and swans. 

It just goes to show that occasionally, 
the early bird really does catch the worm.

Warning 
to farm 
tenants 
on rents 

AN OSWESTRY property 
consultancy firm has urged 
the county’s tenant farmers 
to be prepared to negotiate 
over rent increases after one 
of the toughest years in 
farming in history. 

Davis Meade Property 
Consultants said forecasts 
for farm incomes are looking 
bleak following fluctuating 
prices and the second 
wettest year on record 

The firm says farmers 
who are facing a rent review 
should make sure the rent 
level is based on current 
farm incomes not profits 
from past years. 

The advice comes ahead of 
Lady’s Day, March 25, the 
traditional rent day for ten¬ 
ant farmers. 

The firm is urging land¬ 
lords to think carefully 
before seeking unreasonably 
high increases. 

Kathryn Lewis from 
Davis Meade said: “Defra 
has released estimates pre¬ 
dicting a fall in income 
across the board, based on 
the latest information, yet 
many of the rents being sug- 
ested by landlords are 
ased on the previous year’s 
income, which will, in the 
main, be higher. 

“Tenants should seek 
advice from their agent as 
soon as possible. 

“Although we hear that 
prices for commodities such 
as grain and beef are rising 
this does not mean that 
incomes have gone up too.”

Well up in the luxury stakes 
but it’s short on practicality

IF an elevated driving position, per¬ 
formance, interior space and a lux¬ 
urious ride count for anything in the 
SUV sector then Audi have it made 
with the Q7 - but the trouble comes 
when looking for a parking space. 

The Q7 is the most imposing of all Audi mod¬ 
els, even dwarfing the Range Rover and has all 
the luxuries you would expect but parking is a 
real issue, even when fitted with all the modern 
warning cameras and technology you come to 
expect with a model at this price. 

Impossible 

If parking on the street isn’t bad enough 
things become even more difficult in car parks 
where it is impossible to park without overlap¬ 
ping and difficult to get in and out of those lim¬ 
ited spaces. 

The Q7 epitomises everything that earth pro¬ 
tecting environmentalists despise and is the very 
gas-guzzler they point at in such disapproving 
fashion. 

Audi offers no defence in this matter, with the 
three-litre TDi Quattro on test battering the 
atmosphere with 195g/km worth of emissions 
and averaging only a few miles over 30mpg on 
the combined circuit, even though Audi claim 
the figure to be nearer 38mpg. 

There’s little wonder really when you appreci¬ 


ate that you can charge to 62mph in just 7.8 sec¬ 
onds from a standing start without really realis¬ 
ing you have left the drive - so smooth is the 
ride. 

I didn’t get the chance to give the Q7 its head 
off-road but was more than happy to have it for 
a week which contained a four-inch fall of snow. 
Weighing in at an amazing 2,345kg the beast 
copes in all road conditions, even though the 
ride was a bit firm at lower speeds. 

There’s standard four-wheel drive backed up 
by electronic stability and differential lock sys¬ 
tems while twin front and side airbags are stan¬ 
dard and curtain side airbags provide head 
protection for all three rows. 


I always see the inside of an Audi cabin as 
being the same experience as the cockpit of a 
jet. The Q7 is no different, in fact probably the 
best yet. Controls are slick, everything is well 
appointed and there is a feeling of class in all 
departments. 

There’s a single rotary knob for accessing 
stereo, sat-nav and air-suspension functions 
with menus for each system accessed on a 
colour screen. You do need a little time to learn 
the ropes though. 

It’s impossible not to find your perfect seating 
position thanks to a multitude of electronic 
adjustments and rake and height electronic 
adjustable steering positions. 


In any company the Q7 is a huge car but the 
third row of seats lack both leg and headroom 
and really eat into the bootspace 
The S-line model on test had a starting price 
of £45,380 but when you add such extras as the 
electronically adjustable steering, seats and mir¬ 
ror, a technology package which includes sat- 
nav, Bluetooth, tailgate opening, panoramic 
sunroof, window blinds and a BOSE surround 
sound system the price shoots up to £56,255. 

The majority of Q7s will probably be sold in 
the States, where the wide open roads make 
driving such a big vehicle so much easier and 
while UK sales will be limited I am pretty sure 
they will meet Audi targets. 


The Q7 is city rather than country and will not 
be recognised for its off-road capabilities but 
there is no hiding the fact that you do feel very 
special behind the wheel.

Motorists putting safety 
on the roads as priority 

Thirty years after the introduction of 
the mandatory seatbelt law, and over 
50 years since Volvo first developed 
the three-point seatbelt, the Swedish 
carmaker continues to lead the way 
with innovative safety technology 
working towards its Vision 2020 that 
nobody will be killed or seriously 
injured in or by a new Volvo by 2020.

£28,400 we have now received from the 
Welsh Football Trust’s Ground Improve¬ 
ment scheme we can hopefully get the 
project in motion and ensure that the 
club and the ground maintains its posi¬ 
tion as one of Mid Wales’ best venues for 
years to come. 

“The club have worked hard to get the 
club sustainable over recent years and 
we are now getting into a position of sta¬ 
bility.
